The Cabinet Orisis in Prussia— A Qnes 
tlon of "Christiiiiiity Against 
Atheism." 

London, March 1!).— The (,Uiecn's depart- 
ure for the HiviciM, to-day, ia regartlcd on 
both aides of the channel as of unusual im 
portance. The French Government and 
people appear delighted to honor her. 
I'oasibly tho reception accorded tho French 
fleet, when it lay i" Knglish waters, last 
year, may have hod soniethinir to do with 
the unuaual enthusiasm which Her Mujea 
ty's visit has aroused across the channel, 
and fostered a desire to reoiproeate British 
courtesy to the French men-of-war. The 
Municip;il Council of liyerea, in tho vicinity 
of which she ia tn atay for about a month, 
have had the atreits repaired, at an outlay 
of lb, 000 franca, and tl.e Frencli .Miniaters 
of Marine and \Yar have trade arrange 
ments to give Her Hritannic .Mujesty u loyal 
welcome to Kepubliean France. Her Maj 
esty was aciompanied by Princess lieatricu, 
who ia an indispensable attendant, without 
Prince Henry, of Balteuburg. They left 
Windsor Castle at about a unurter past 10 
this niprning, and traveled by special train 
over tho Southwestern Railway to Porta 
mouth. They they were joined by Princess 
Patricia, daughter of tho DuUo and Uueh 
ess of Connaught, who aocompaniea them to 
the Riviera. The Uoyul p.u ty embarked at 
2 p. m. on tho Vicloriii and Albert, which 
is being escorted from Porlamouth across 
tho chiiiinel to Cherljuurg by a fleet which 
includes the Trinity yachti Ircuo and Fire 
Queen, and the yacht of Admiral, the Furl 
o»' Clanwilliiun. The (Jueeii and Princess 
atep])od on the royal yncht, to-night, but 
will diaenibiirk at the Clierbourg lauding 
place, to-tnorrow morning, whence they 
travel direct to Hycrea. where they are due 
to arrive to-nioirou'. lit .'Vyeres, lliey will 
bo met by the membera of tho lloyal 
Family who preceded them, for there has 
recently been an exodus of exalted persoii- 
agea from Kugland to the South of France. 
The Prince und Princess ot Wales and 
family left London for Capo Martin on tho 
(ith instant, followed by the Duke and 
Ducliesa of Teek and the Princeaa May, 
wlio went to Cannes, aa the guests of Lidy 
Wolvcrton, on tho loth inst. The Uuke 
and Duchess of Connaught went to Hyeres 
as an advance guard to the Queen. When 
Her Maj sty reaches Hyeres she will bo 
Welcomed by the republican and municipal 
ttuthiii itie-i. Hyeres be,'.is cloao to a large 
naval ui,d military centre, a fitting recep 
tion is arranged for her, including u guard 
of honor and pickets formed of the gen 
darmes' und chtt.ssours. Tho Fiencli 
.Mediterrnnciin ftpuidron will aalute Her 
Majesty and anchor at the Port des Salcues, 
near which is situated the Costc lielle and 
Hermitage hotels, rented beforehand for 
the occupation of herself and suite. During 
the Queen's stay a company of in 
fantry will form her household guard 
A number of fetes, including battlea of 
flowers, are being arranged for, und it i.s 
pretty certain that a largo contingent of 
English and American visitors, soj.,uniiii 
in tho Bivierii, will make a point ot going 
to Hyeres. Even iv New Knglaiid (Uactm 
would not conaider Hycrea aa a gay und 
festive haunt of dia ipation. There are no 
gambling plaeea, no races, no pigeon-ahoot- 
Iiig, ill short, none of the f.isliioiiiiblc follies. 
The previoua neglect h\.v,\ which Hyena baa 
tiiUVred ia reiiiarkuble, considering the cx- 
i|ulaite natural attracliona it pofses.sea. 
Hyeres ia a garden framed in an enchanted 
p^moraiiM, wilh the blue of the Mediter- 
r.mean shimmering in .simliglit in the fore- 
ground, and with pine clad liilla in thi^ 
liackKroiinil. U()on the n(Mghhorhi)od of 
Hyerea the fjonduii market dependa for the 
lii8tsu|)ply of .S[>iiiig lliwera. No fewer 
tlian eighteen liinda of beautiful exotica 
bloom ca.-lior tliero lliiui at Cannes. At 
('hrislmas time, one can ace wild roses in 
the country liedgia, and a sort of a palm in 
the public btreeta of the town, while on a 
Eunny moiuingoiic can aland on the balcony 
and inhale the acent of thouaanda of acri^aof 
roaes, violets ond jomiuila. Costc Uclle, 
where the Queen will reside, is about two 
miles away from the town, and the hotel 
which the Royal party will occupy atunds 
upon the aloiies of a beautiful hill, 
which rises from the plains and over- 
ooUa tho Mediterranean. 'J he Queen will 
lectipy tho lower of the two hotels, which 
:iimmunicutes by a foot brideo and rustio 
steps. The whole of the first floor will bo 
devoted to Her Majesty's apartments, her 
bedroom looking out over the woods to the 
west. The view fiom Ihe terracn of the 
hotel and from the jSeriAitage Hill arc 
among the prettiest in tho South of France. 
Between the hotel and the Mediterranean is 
a mile or more of well wooded land, und 
beyond is the peninsula of Gicns and the 
(iolden lahimls. In tho back ground ia 
Mount Condon, with ita iiiinienao forta, for 
tho protection of the port of 'I'oiiloii and 
oth(!r heights, wliicli nirord shelter from the 
old winds. The pallia which wind 
along tho pine, olive and oak clad 
slopes on which ilie Costc Belle hotel ataiida 
have been smoothed down into carriage 
roads, ao Her Miijesty may go out driving, 
for four brongliuins and eight horses have 
been aent from tlie royal stables at Windior 
toCoste Belle. 

."iTKAMSIlII' rO.Ml'KTITIO.N. 

Since the recent publication of figures 
tending to show the aiiperlority of tho ser- 
vices reiiilcred by the (Jennan steamship 
linos, aa compared with the cniclc British 
compmici, nuineroua letters and articlea 
have appeared in tho iiowspiipors urging 
that/ measures be taken to prevent foreign- 
ers from wresting I'lngkind'a suprctmicy in 
the matter of fast mail and passenger trans- 
portation. Various theories have also been 
advanced to account for tho remarkable 
success of tho (Jerman lines. The J^ivcr- 
pool Post explains that tlia ( Icr- 
nian companies have no competitors 
in their own ports, that tho North German 
Lloyd lino enjoys a Government subvention 
of §1,1( 0,000 per annum, and that there 
hiis been an enormous increase of immigra- 
tion, through tho German ports since 1880. 



These circumstances are deemed sutfioient 
to account for what seems to be the extra- 
ordinary profits shown by tho recently pub- 
lished comparative statistics. The Post 
denies, however, that the average swiftness 
of the (jerinan steamers eijuals half the 
crack Liverpool liner.". It calls attention to 
the fact that, owing to the ina:iner in which 
the German lines vary their calling ports in 
winter and suiiinier, tho pub i-lie.l figures 
of speed refer only to the aumnier periods, 
wliile they arc unfairly oinpared with the 
whole year's records of British lines to 
Liverpool. The Posi's article also gives 
ligurca to show that tho Liverpool lines 
carry tho liirgcst inimlier of cabin paaaen- 
gers, thus teiuliiig to show their greater 
popularity among tlio best paying cinas of 
travollera. 'J'lio writer then takes up the 
i|ues!ion of mail oarri.ige, and dciiiea that 
the record for apeedieat delivery beloiiga to 
tile Germans. Ho says the Teutonic has 
delivered the New York mails in London in 
108 hours, 9 minutea, which is tho faster 
record. A prominent Liverpool mercliinl, 
-Mr. fjitile, writes the Times, ally- 
ing, that prnliibly passengers boiinil 
fir London and the continent will prefer 
the Soiithuiniilon route on iiccount of ita 
being free fioni the annoyances of trans- 
ferring biggage at the land.ng stauo, the 
porters' extortions at Liverpool, the delays 
incident to the Mersey bay, the calling ut 
QueenatowD, etc. Mr. Little urges that 
touching at (juusnstown should be abun- 
doucd, and that tho steamers should land 
at Plymouth and Portland, Milford Haven 
or Holyhead. The subject is one of in- 
creasing importance to the companies and 
to shippers, and it is probable that many 
experiments will bo made to increase the 
popularity and elhciency of tho British 
liiica during the coming aeiison.

A Berlin despatch says tho ex- 
citement over the cabinet crisis is in- 
creasing. There is ao doubt in any 
intelligent (quarter of the fact that Chan- 
cellor Caprivi offered bis resignation, and 
that tho Kaiser has so fur taken no 
action. Tho refusal of the otiicial 
North German Gnssette to affirm or 
deny the report, is sulHoient evidence of its 
truth. Until ratified by the Emperor, the 
resignation is' officially a seoreC General 
Caprivi could havo done no less than offer 
to resign. ILe has h-;en an uncnm])roini3iiig 
advocate of the Ivluc itional Bill. In the 
D.et recently he said that it was absurd to 
call the preacrit measure one wliieh would 
bring alauit a war of creeds. From all he 
had read and heard, he was convinced 
that not one in a tliousand from among 
the opponents of the Bill had ever read it, 
liut the charge of the Radical [larty, which 
moat surprised the (jeverninen', was that of 
weaUneas. That party learned, during the 
anti-corn law agitation, and would learn 
oiici! iigiiu, that the Coveriinient could 
aivim iigaimit the stream, — nyc, even though 
llie current was stronger than it was noiv. 
The I iovernmeni. Count Von Caprivi de- 
clared, had no desire to welcome or declare 
war iigainst the Lilierals of any shade of 
opinion. Six mnntha ago the Government 
did not even know by who^e help the 
bill would be passed ; he did not 
known that tho united labor party would 
at this moment riao again into biing. H 
tliia state of wiir existed, it was because 
it had been forced upon the Government. 
Tho National Liberal party, said 
General Caprivi, had from tho beginning 
shown its discontent with the present min- 
iatry. The bitter speeches of H err Hobrcct 
and Horr Von Cynern bad finally lifted the 
veil, and tho National Liberals wanted now 
to emphasize their Liht-ralism, as they did 
not seek to become National Conservatives. 
'To nilay their anxiety on this point,'' said 
he, "I now declare that Prussia will vote 
a Federal couooll against tho return 
of tho Jesnits. The question before 
us is not one of Pretestanti m against 
(^itholism, but of Cliristiiinit,y against 
Atheism. .Such a stoi m of protest broke 
forth from I he left thai for several minutea 
tho Cluinctllor was unable to proceed.

(From Our Own Correspondent.! 

Ottawa, .March 19. — The following notice 
to owners and masters of Briti.-ih scaling 
vessels appears in the Canada Gazette to 
day; "Notice is hereby given to all persons 
having claims for compenuation for loss or 
ilaiiiage by reaaoii of expulaion from or 
warning out of Behring Sea, under the pro- 
visions of tho vuxlii.H i-ii-iiuli between 
Her Majesty's Government and the United 
States during the year 1891, that all claims 
must be lodged at the office of tho Collector 
of Customs at Victoria, B. C, within a 
month from the date of this notice. Claims 
not lodged within the t inic specilied wilinot 
be considered. " The date of the notice ia 
March 28tli, ao that sealers have fully five 
weeks in which to make tliotr claima. 

A procliiiiiatiou was issued, to-day, put- 
ting into force tho act of last session re.-pect- 
ing the inapection of ships. Tho measure 
was passed largely through the instrumen- 
tality of the labor unions, and gives full 
power to the inspector to examine vessels, 
whether British or foreign, and inspect not 
only their hulls but their machinery, gear- 
ing Dud tackle of all kinds. If found dc- 
feciivc tho tackle niuy be condemned und the 
owner fined. Power is also given to detain 
unseaworthy vessels. It is probable the 
present insjiector of hulls will bo made in- 
tpoctor of gear and tackle. 

The commissioner of customs has issued 
the following notice to collectors: "It bav 
ing been represented to this department 
that the pork product of imported hogs, 
slaughtered or curtd, in bond, has 
been exported as having been 
branded as Canadian, I have to 
instruct yon in no case to allow such pork 
to be so branded. If it be the pioduet of 
American hogs it must be branded as such. 
Your prompt and decisive action, should 
there be any such packed at your port, or 
at any pluce under the survey of your port 
ia required. " Tliia notice ia the outcomo of 
tho represeiitationa that (lanadi^n pork is 
liable to be debarred from entering France, 
Germany and other liuionean countries if it 
becomes known that tho practice exists. 
U. S. pork has been refused entry to the 
countries named. 

Tho witlidrawula from tho Post OfTice 
Savings Banks exceeded the deposits, last 
month, by S.'iO.OOO.

Amicable Adinstmpnt Postponed tor- 
tile Present— Difficulties that Oe- 
cnrred at Different Stages. 



The Salaries Question Discussed — 
PreaUU'iit Van Home's Messaf^re— A. 
Satisfactory Oatcome Expected.

VANcoiivKn, March 19.— The CoLomar 

reporter has secured the following informa- 
tion from tho C. P. R. olijciuls to-night: "It 
ia much regretted that the prospects of an 
amicable adjustment between the Trainmen 
and Company havo been postponed for thc- 
present, if not iudefioitoly. On Wednesdaj- 
last there was a conference between the 
General Superintendent and the trainmen, 
which resulted in a proposition to the eCTect 
that, relying upon the assurauco of 
tho General Superintendent that the 
wages on tho Pacific division jshonld 
be equal to those on the Western 
division, with the slight percentage 
in addition, which has heretsfore prevailed, 
tho trainmen were willing to wait the set- 
tlement of the (|uestion of rates with the 
Western division trainmen and pledged 
themselves to continue faithful to the com- 
pany without regard to any combination, 
against it, provided the men who had been 
discharged were reinstated. A subsequent 
conference took place on Thursday and Fri- 
day, which resulted in some modifica- 
tion of the original tern, a and in the 
conditions of settlement being drafted 
afresh by one of the leading trainmen and 
agreed to by tho General Superintendent, 
and everything appeared to be satisfactory 
on both sides. On Friday evening, how- 
ever, there were rumors of further demands,, 
and, on Saturday, there seemed to bo a 
complete change in feeling on the part of 
the trainmen. Instead of waiting; on the 
General Superiutendenf, us had been pre- 
viously agreed, they addressed him a short 
letter, to the ed'eot that owing to the-': 
management compelling tho trainmen on, 
this part of their sysem to withdraw from. ' 
their organization or be dismissed they, the-' 
trainmen, on the Pacific Division, deelinS' 
to proceed further with the settlement atr 
present. The General Supcrintondeiib 
denies that any such orders have been given 
by tho management, who havo simply re- 
quired the trainmen to avoid j-iintng any' 
combination against the company; but it IB- 
supposed that this ia auUicient to warrant, 
the trainmen's statement that the manage^ 
ment are compelling them to withdraw Imm 
their organizations and any ngieemeiit they 
might make to continue faithful to the 
companj' would mean that they must 
disregard to orders of the brolhcihood. It 
is impossiblo to say w hat the outcomo will 
be; but matttr.-) look rather ominous at 
present. Your reporter had an opportunity 
of inspecting the schedule of rates of wages 
which have lieen paid to trainmen on the 
Pacific Division and look the following ct- 
tracta ; Passenger ere« s — cniuluctors, SriJO ■ 
per ninntli ; baggagemen, t'liO; bri'kemon..

PRUSSIAN POLITICAL CRISIS. 

DllllcuUIes In the Cablnet-Oanlllctlne State- 
ments as to Tbelz £st«nt.. 

Bkisi.in, March 18. — Chancellor Von 
Caprivi and Sedlitz Trutzsohler, have re- 
signed. There is a partial crisis in the 
Prussian Cab net. It ia said the Ministcra 
of tlio Interior, of ecclesiastical alTaira, mid 
insi ruction and lucdieinal ufr.iir3, aro ibout 
to resign in connection with the primary 
education bill. The suddou return to Ber- 
lin of IFerr K.uiclihupt, a leading Conser- 
vative, ia believed to bo connected with the 
muending resignation of Ilerr Fuitli, 
Minister of the Interior, and Count Vuii 
Trutzschler, Minister ot I'loulesiastical 
ali'aira, iustruction and medicinal allairs. 
Anotlior cabinet meeting ia being held 
to-day. 

The ICoUiachoZeitung will say to-morrow: 
•'Count Von Caprivi'a decision ia awaited 
with the utmost anxiety. The chief en 
dea vers should be to confine the pre-^cnt 
oonQict to the limits of the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Worship and to keep the Chancellor out 
of the controversy." 

London, March 18. — The llorlin corres- 
pondent of the Daily News says that Cap- 
rivi, it i.s hoped, will consider himself not 
only as Piussiaii Minister and I'residont, 
liut also as Imperial CliiiiiceUi)r. He would 
make a strong impression if he rcaigncd, on 
.icoount of such a purely Prussian matter as 
the school (|nestion. T'lie Kiiiperor has the 
idteriiative of lettini; SSodlit?-. alone go, or 
keeping both. The Kmperor his been so 
latigued by the excitement of the last few 
cliiys and by the malady from which he 
suirers, that when the crisis shull bavc 
passeil, he will go to the country to re- 
cuperate. 

The Standard Bays that Ilcrr Furth, 
minister of the interior, is said to have le- 
Rigiied. It adds that although Chancellor 
Von Caprivi has hitely modilied his utter- 
auc- s aa regards the school hill, ho has not 
disclJlitnod the spirit of it. He seems to 
have mixed the high functions of Chancellor 
of the linipiro with the minor one of Minis- 
ter President of Prussia; hut under present 
circumstances this may bo excusable, and 
especially ao in view of his attitude to the 
school bill. 

Bermk, March 19. — Only one paper, this 
morning, maintains that Chancellor Vou 
Caprivi has resigned. The latest informa- 
tion makes it practically certain that the 
Che-Doellor has not resigned, and that the 
crisis is eSeoted only by Count Sedlitz Von 
Trntzschler. The Primary Bducation bill 
which caused the crisis is of a distinctly de- 
partmental origin, which makes it ex- 
tremely improbable that the National gov- 
ernment will be afieoted.

THE BRIDE'S FAVORS. 



An English CiiKtoiii Tliat Is Kapldlj Ob- 
taliiiiiK In Aiiierlcn. 

Tho English custom of ha\'ing \vhit<? 
favors at weddings ..is rapidly obtaining 
here, tuid it iutorests one to know exactly 

whore ivnd when tho custom first came 
about and what it moaiia. With thp 
ancient northorii iiiitionst a Irnot seoiiis 
to have been chosen as tho symbol of 
indissolublu lovo, and they were the 
first • to use tho knot of ribbon as the 
decoration for a Avoddititj. The word 
"tnielovo" does not uij:i.i true and love 
ns is goiiorally supposed, but it come.' 
from tlio Daiii.sh verb "Tinlofa lidoin 
do;" that is, "1 plight my troth." Thi.s 
seoms to me a much prettier, idea than 
tho merely commonplace one of a trne 
lovo knot. Nowadays tho ribbons aix- 
invtvriably white, but in times gone by 
many bright colors wore used and eatdi 
color litid a special .sigiiilicaiu-o. Very 
often tho bridefjroom wore hi.-i knot ot 
ribbons on his hat for soveral week.s. 

Ribbons in those days played a largo 
part in the bridal ceremony. It wtis the 
duty of the bridesmaids to dress tlie 
bride's lied v.-illi tlicm, and many (li.son.s- 
sious wore had ivs to which colors woul 
bo in best tasto or express the most. A 
discussion between them makes then 
decide not to Inivo yellow ribbon.s. be 
cause tlu>y aro the ciiibloins of jealoiit^y 
not to have brown, because that deiioti': 
faditi;^ lovt;; but to ii.so true blue, whiidi 
moans coustuiicy; with green, which tells 
of youth and hope. Somebody else 
wanted blue iind black. a.s Kignilicaiit of 
lovo until death, but that was too sug- 
gestive of parting rather than wedding, 
anotlior would liavo liked violet, be- 
cjinso that represented religion, but this 
was too .solemn, ,and after awhile tboy 
agreed upon it that gtdd tissue with 
green, lus meaiiing youthful jollity 
should form their decorations. A bride 
should not wear gold color, because it 
moans avarice, nor green, the color of 
tho popinjay, because it means unfaith- 
fulnes.s and deceit. Pink would bo out 
of place, for it whispers ot desertion; so 
would soagreoii, which tells of incon- 
stancy, and red, though it me.ans justice, 
is not counted in taste. 

In those days, when the garter was a 
decoration that might be spoken of,° the 
ribbons used for those of the bride wore 
of great importance, a perfect yellow, 
which meant honor and joy, being of- 
tonest chosen. Tho garter itself bad 
long loops and ends, and in the north of 
England, immediately after the cere- 
mony, tho briiie's gown was raised a 
little and tho groomsmen struggled to 
got pieces of her garter for good luck. 
This wa,s done immediately before the 
altar. Later on the garter became tho 
property of tho bridesmaids, and the 
groomsmen divided among themselves 
tho jKiints or lace scarf worn by the 
bridegro<jm. So today tlio happy bride 
who for luck wears — 

SoracthinK old .and somotliiiiK new, 
SuDiotliiut; borrowed and something blue, 
and combines part of tliis in hor garter 
by wearing a blue one lent her by the 
bridesuiiiid, is only following tho ex- 
ample of brides of hundreds of years 
ago, and proving to the world at largo 
that there was no such wisdom as that 
of King Solomon, who announced that 
"there was nothing new nnder tho 
sun." Isabel A. Mallon.

These considerations should cause railway 
men to bo slow to strike, and not to resort 
to that extreme nieasnre until every other 
means of obtaining redress has been tried 
and has failed. Their strike is not only in- 
jurious to the business by which thry gain 
their livelihood, but it is a niisfortuno to 
whole communities, and causes loss and suf- 
fering to many with whom the strikers ought 
to sympathize, and who have done them uo 
harm.

The strike of the Canadian Pacific em- 
ployes has become serious. A strike of rail- 

• •way men is always of importance to the 
tJi joduntry. They are, in a sensei public ser- 
'""■Vants. The public arc benefitted when 

they discharge their duty faithfully and ef- 
fectively, and tliuy suffer loss and arc great- 
ly incommoded when the employes of a 
;4rcat railway petforiTi their work badly or 
i^c.iae working altogether. 

If the running of the Canadian Pacific 
U-iius become, through this strike, irregu- 
lar, or stopped for a time 'dtogether, it is 
hard to calculate tho injury the stoppage 
would do to budriess, not only in Canada, 
J»ut in tlie United .States. The sulFerers 
would not be the company alone nor the 
men of capital. 'Ihey, of course, would be 
injured, bub they can boar the loss they 

• might sustain with comparatively little in- 
' convenience. They who would sufTer mo.st 

by n. tcmj)nn'ry stoppage of tratfie woidd 
be the small ilealers who live from Imud to 
mouth, and tho wage-earners, to wliom con- 
".t.int cm])loymentls necossity. Even a 
cok'a loss of work nicahs to many wage- 



PROVINCIAL PAUPERISM. 

The extravagance and recklessness of suc- 
cessive Quebec Governments have brought 
that province to the verge of bankruptcy. 
Mr. Mercicr was raised to power for tho 

special purpose of initiating a policy of 
retrenchment and economy which would 
place the finances of the province on a 
sound footing. Instead of fulfilling his 
promises ho plunged the province more 
deeply into debtf and now his successor 
finds it in a most embarrassed condition. 

We gather from our Ottawa corre.ipon- 
denl's letter that tlio (.liiebec (lovernrnent, 
instead of depending on their own resources 
to get out of their dillleulties, intend to 
apply to the Federal Government for assist- 
a nee. This wius what was apprehended all 
along, and the Conservative politicians and 
tho Conservative journalists were strongly 
opposed to making the Dominion Treasury 
tho milch cow for extravagant (,>ucbee 
politicians. 

It was seen that it would be impossible to 
give financial aid to Quebec without extend- 
ing to the other provinces better terms. 
This, besides demoralizing the provinces, 
would put a strain on tho Dominion Treasury 
which it would not be well able to boar. It 
is best, both for tho Dominion and for the 
provinces, that each province shall bo given 
to understand that it must rely upon its 
own resources. Under the constitution each 
of them gets a subsidy from the Federal 
Treasury, and tho (leueral Government pro- 
vides for certain aerTices. It should be well 
understood that this is all that any province 
can get from the Dominion Treasury, and 
that if it wastes its money or allows its 
public men to steal it, it must abide by the 
consequences. 

It is only by adopting such a policy as 
this that the Dominion can be kopt finan- 
cially sound, for whenever reckless poli- 
ticians find that partisanship can be made to 
do duty for prudence in the administration 
of tho finances of a province, there 
will bo no check on either gov- 
ernmental extra VP ganco or dishonesty. 
All that a wasteful Provincial Premier 
will have to do when he is hard pressed for 
money will be to put pressure upon the 
Domioion Government, which he supports, 
to extort from it what terms its position 
compels it to grant. This, it is said, is what 
Mercier proposed to do. He went on spend- 
ing money lavishly, expecting that, when he 
plunged the province into dillicultica, to get 
the relief he needed from the Federal Gov- 
ernment; and this, it seems, is what the De 
Bouehervilleflovernmcnt proposes todo now. 

It is to be hoped that the Federal f!ov- 
ernment will have firmness enough to resist 
tho pressure brought to bear upon it from 
(Quebec. A stop will have to lie put to this 
kind of thing soma time, and it can be done 
eisier and with less shock now than later. 
There are thinking men who believe that 
the policy of granting subsidies to the pro- 
vinces at all is a mistake. However that, 
miy he, it is easily seen tliat it is good for 
neither the Dominion (;overnmcnt nor the 
provinces to have the financial terms of con- 
federation revised as often as a province, 
which is strong enough to bring great pres- 
sure to bear on the Federal Government, gets 
into dilHculties. 



COMMON-SENSE VIEWS. 

It is a mistake to suppose that all our 
American neighbors take an unreasonable 

and narrow view of tho Behring Sea rjucs- 
tion^ Some of them see the absurdity of 
the claim of the United .States to exclusive 
jurisdiction overthatsea, and they are not at 
all backward in giving emphatic expression 
to their opinions. The New York World 
ridicules tho tall talk of the jingo news- 
papers. It says : 

There can be no cau.ie of war in the 
IJehriiig .Sea controversy. 'I'he United 
States have no legal right to aealn on tho 
high Keas, whether they are Hwiniining to 
the l'ril)yloir Islands or to Siberia. 'I'lio 
contenlidii of Mr. Harrison in the letter 
signed by Assistant Secretary Wharton 
that there is virtue in the aljsurd legal 
claims put forward in the early part of his 
Adininiblration, and that the arbitrators 
will seriously consider our claim for 
damages, is pure pettifogging. The Presi- 
dent ought to remember that he is in tho 
court of nations and not before a justice of 
tho peace. The only question is 'moral.' It 
is whether or not Great Britain will unite 
with the United .States in preserving the 
seals from destruction. 

This is very plain talk. There is not a 
journal in the Dominion of Canada that has 
condemned the American contention in such 
strong terms. The Chicago Times is equally 
plain spoken. It believes that the work of 
proleoting tho seals costs a great deal more 
than tho seals are worth, and that Alasko 
has not been such a very good bargain from 
an American point of view us iiuiiiy imagine, 
It condemns the jingo men in very plain 
i'.nglish, and scolls at the idea of going to 
war to vindicate tho claims to tho sover- 
eignty of Hehrin;; Sea. The following are 
the concbuiing paragraphs of its vigorous 
ortiole on "The Aluska Fraud": 

It is time for the curtain to drop on this 
farce, A fair statement of the account of 



the United States''with>'the' territoi^ of 
Alaska would show" a::va8t balance against 
the people. They have.' been mulcted in 
more than fifty times 'the returns uiiule bv 
the seal fiaheriesto their treasury. For every 
dollar received by the government from the 
seal companies there have been fifty ex- 
pended. Warships do not sail to Alaska 
without expense. A territorial government 
draws heavily on a bankrupt treasury. The 
nation pays through the nose for the priv- 
liego of "protecting" sea! fisheries that a 
combine nmy (gather wealth and debimch an 
innocent people. The idea of going to war 
for sealskin c.ip''s is revolting. The pretext 
that ibe national hoi or is at stake is too ab- 
surd to merit altcntiun. The right of this 
nation to draw an imaginary line aeriiss the 
Northern seas beyond which it shall he un- 
lawful f(U' any person to sail in quest of 
seals is the edict of barbarism. 

If there be need of war wit h any coun- 
try for the protection of thi.s industry let 
those fight and jiay the bills who are vitally 
intercsti cl. Tliere is not ii. life among the 
population of this country whoso sacrifice 
can be asked in such a war as is contem- 
plated for speculative and (Kilitical pur- 
pose,". And it is time for the [Auiiie lu w 
inform their representatives as to Fecure 
prompt rebuke to demagogues who would 
elouU greater frauds under a pretense of 
caring for national honor." 

Wo have seen nothing in a Canadian 
newspaper as strong as this. Such articles 
as we have ([uoted prove that there is in tho 
United Stales a inunber of intelligent men 
who are very far from appro\ing of the 
oirensive tone adopted by some American 
politicians and newspapers on the Behring 
Sea question. W'e believe, too, that they 
are luimerou.s enough to restrain reckless 
slatesnicM frtun committing the country to 
a policy whicli would make the settlement 
of tho (|neslion in a peaceful way a matter 
of very great dilh'uilty. 

THE CATTLE QUARANTINE. 

The determination of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to extend the cattle quarantine 
regulations to British Columbia, will add 
materially to the expenses of every house- 
hold in this city and in other parts of the 
province which depend, to a greater or less 
extent, on the United States for their sup- 
ply of butchers' meat. If this sacrifice were 
necessary for tho sake of the cattle trade of 
tho Dominion, it would be cheerfully made. 
But it bus not been as yet shown that any 
Buoh necessity exists. The Premier told tlie 
British Columbia representatives that "if 
Canada were scheduled, it meant a loss of 
more than a ' million of dollars annually," 
but he did not say that the scheduling of 
Canada depends upon the extension of the 
quarantine to this province. As every ono 
acquainted with the geography and tho 
trade of tlie Dominion knows that tho fear 
of spreading infection eastward from British 
Columbia is a perfectly groundless one, it is 
hard to believe that the authorities in 
(ireat Britain are so wanting in intelligence 
as to suppose that the unrestricted import 
of live-stock into this province would have 
the alighte.it efTecl on the cattle trade be- 
tween Great Britain und Canada. 

On the other hand it is very well known 
that ranchers in Alberta are most desirous 
to have the quarantine extended to this pro- 
vince, not to prevent the spread of disease, 
hut in order to get the British Colninbia 
market to theu'.aelves. They know well 
enough that not a single beast is sent eai>t 
from the Coast, but they also know that 
the home produ3tionof meat is not suflicient 
for the wants of the people, and that if 
American cattle were excluded they would 
have a safe market for a large (luantily of 
their surplus beef. 

This, then, ia how the matter stands here. 
If British Columbians really believed that 
the British authorities made the extension 
of the quarantine a condition of admitting 
Canadian cattle into British ports without 
restriction, they would, with as good a grace 
as they coulil, submit to tho inconvenience 
and expense of the quarantine, but if they 
believed that the Government extended the 
quarantine to this province to- satisfy the 
ui gent demand of the rancrers of Calgary 
they will look upon the measure as unjust 
and oppressive. At present the impression 
prevails that tho extension baa been made 
in compliance with the strong and persist- 
ent representations of the Calgary men. 
We trust that when they are better in- 
formed as to- the true cause of the extension 
they will change their minds.

goes on as serenely as if all were right.

He 
then started a cigar store on Yates street, 
which proved a great rendezvous for old- 
timera. Ten days ago he loft the store 
coinplaining of general weekness, and going 
home, took to bed. Ho had nut bccu out 
since, uud his death vesterday was no sur- 
prise to hia many friends. Ho loaves a 
wife, four daughters, one son, and a large 
circle of friends to inoiirn his loss. .The 
funeral takes place from the house, ^1 Fort 
streot, to-mt»rrow afternoon at two o'clock,.

A Pioneer Incident. 

Mr. William .Manson, of this city, oue of 
the oldest jiioneors of the province, who, 
though a good de.il past the ordinary term 
of life, still retains in a remarkable degree 
tho knowledge of uvents in British Columbia 
for tho past forty years, is full of interesting 
information about ea/ly days, and many of 
his rominisoences are most interesting. The 
following ia simply one amall glimjise into 
tiie great mass of recollections that he still 
retains : " When I was a cuuper for tho 
Hudson's Bay Company on the Eraser river, 
near Lillooet, We used to havo some start- 
ling experiences with the Indians, and one 
of these events 1 never have forgotten and 
never can forget us long as I live. It was 
in the early spring of 1852 that we were 
hard at work in the company's store, 
putting up barrels for suit salinon. 
There were eleven half-breeds with us, 
and one of them was commonly supposed to 
be a little bit mad. Ho used to live by 
himself and very seldom spoke to any of his 
fellow workmen, only rushing ahead with 
hia business, and making more money than 
anybody else in the shop. At the time I 
apeak of, he canio in after lunch, one after- 
noon, and started on a barrel over which he 
took a great deal of trouble, finishing it off 
very neatly, and going over the whole of 
his work on it a second time. Ho then 
knou!;ed off for a few days and busied him- 
self building a kind of small wharf down at 
the heiid in the river with thick double 
logs chained to the tieea at the bank. 
Then we misacil him, and for several weeks 
wondered where ho was. One day u canoe 
load of salmon was being brought in by 
Indian.s, and they pulled up at this floating; 
jelly, Aa soon aa the first man stepped on 
it, the logs rolled apart, ami out fr.mi the 
middle of them came a now barrel bottom 
up. Tlic barrel on shooting to tho surface 
of tho water turned over uud out rolled the 
body of "Luney Harcus." It waa the 
most intricate manner of committing 
suicide that I over heard of. _ He must have 
expended about Seventy bout's of labor and 
twenty dollars worth of work inaoooniplish- 
ing his object. Ifc was painful— I mean, of 
course, the waste of time.

THE LA'I'KST LUEL. 

K&rqnis de Unri's Di ti'imlned to Kill Isaacs, 
Who, ibongU Wuiinileil, Was Game. 

PARia, March 17.— The duel between tho 
Marquis do Mores and M. I aac, already 
referred to, seems (o have been deliberately 
brought about by the former to giin popu 
larity with the socialiata by drawing oohal- 
longo" from the mini cliuigfd with having 
their comrades shot down at Fourmies. The 
marquis wrote a letter arraigning Isiiao for 
tho Fourmies affair, whereupon Issue sent a 
man to challenge him. " Monsieur le Mar- 
quis," begin the^niisson'ger, "Bo not call 
nie niaiquia I ' exoluimod- the now IKdged 
Jacobin. '"I am il citizen — one of tho peo- 
ple." Tho mesfeuger delivered the challenge 

"Tell Isaac," replied the Marquis, "that 
one of the people is ready to meet tho man 
who slaughtered bia brethren; that he 
chooses swortiB for weapons, and that the 



duel wi'l bo fought to the death." From the 
first the Marquis pressed the fighting. Isaac 
held his own bravely, but was no match for 
the skill and impetuoalty of his antagonist. 
Tho Marquis evidently meant to kill, and 
Isaac knew it. Hy a skilful feint tho M ir- 
quia succeeded in disabling his man. He 
made a thrust as if for the left breast, and 
as Isaac made a motion to parry tho blow 
tho Marquii struck fiercely to tho right, 
plunging tho weapon into the breast of 
Isaao, The latter staggered, blood pouring 
from tho wound. Ho held on to the sword 
una made a motion as if to attack the 
Maripiis again. 

The latier stood calm, and turning to u 
second, asked for a cigar. I'liis was handed, 
him, and lighting it, ho quietly sinokeil 
while the cond tion of Isaac was being ex- 
amined. The attending surgeons pronounc-' 
ed tho wound dangerous and possibly fatal, 
if not speedily attendi d. They staunched 
the flow of blood, and advised I;)aao to bo 
conveyed at oiico to some place for treat- 
ment. IsiHC siiiiggerod to bis feet and in- 
sisted on continuing the tight. "It was to 
bo a duel to the death," he said, ' and must 
goon." The bi conds In Id a consultation 
and decided to stop the li;;ht, evidently to 
Ue Mores' disappointment. Tho socialists 
aro makinc a heio of the marquis. Isaac is 
said to be in a critical condition. 'I'his is 
Isaac's tocond duel within a month. He 
was challenged by a FrL-nch soci ilist writer, 
and the laiti-r waa severely wonii'leil. 

Nuw yoRii. ilaich 17. — Tho M irquis De 
Mores is well known in New Voik. Ilia 
full name is Autiono MancA de Vallombms, 
Marquis De .\lr.ros, and ha married Mo-s 
.Medora Von Hoffinan, of this city. He 
came to this country ubout. I2y( ars ago and 
engaged ill ranching in Montana. Several 
^ cars ago he shot a cowboy employed on hi.s 
ranch, killing him. On his trial a plea of 
self (iLft'iice was successful in obtaining his 
iKciuiital. After he had sold out his west- 
ern interoits he went to Paris, whpre he 
soon became prominent in politics. He is 
an expert swordsman aud shot, and has fig- 
ured in several duels. 



CHICAGO BOODLERS. 



Arrest of a Number of Aldermen and 
Others on Serions Accu- 
sations. 



Consternation Among: the Jury— Ex- 
pected Developments of Appal- 
ling: Corruption. 



Chicaoo, March 18. — At length the 
Citizens' association, at tho instance of 
the State Attorney, and on the strength 
of the evidence submitted by him, have 
decided to at once begin an investiga- 
tion of the boodliug methods of 
tho Council. Subpoenas will be 
ijBued for certain aldermen, notably 
.Aldermen Kurz, ■, Dalilman, Dorman, Roth, 
Cremer, Cjllertou, and O'Brien, and they 
will appear before the otlicial inspectors. 
Indictments and arrests will follow 
in quick succession. There is plenty 
of evidence to convict some of 
the most prominent aldermen, and it has 
been furnished largely by their own col- 
leagues. The procotdiUg? of the Council 
for the lost year or two have' .been engaging 
tho close attention of several well known 
citizens. They have been gathering evi- 
dence agaiat the aldermen, aud have now 
turned over to the Stdiie attorney. This, 
with the testimony of some members of the 
Council, who hope to appease olfended jus 
tico and retain their liberty, makes a strong 
and convincing indictment against the 
siud baggers of the Council. Tho evidence 
is simply to secure conviction. Some of 
those who have been regarded as the brav 
est boodlers are now falling over each othe 
in their hurry to reacii the States at- 
tirney's oliioe. There was consterna- 
tion among them to day whin they 
1 -arued that their ollijial act.i were 
to become a sul'j -et of invealigition by the 
Grand Jury. Several were puralyzed with 
fright when they found they were being 
shadowed liy detectives. 'I'hcre is, there- 
fore, no possibility of tlndr escaping ju-itice 
by llightto Ciinda. In a few houia iiiiliut- 
meuls will be retuinid by the Grand Jury, 
and these alderiiien who have boldly and 
almost publicly sold franchisei to corpora- 
tions will he in thoclutohcs of the la'v. The 
evidence iig linst them is of the most sensa- 
tional cliariicier. Witnesses before the 
Grand Jury will testify regarding the sums 
of money p dd for various franchises in the 
list year, the amount eiich aUlerman re- 
ceive I for his vo e, and when, and where, 
and by whom the money waa p.iid, the en- 
velopes which contained the cash will bi: 
exhibited, and it will ho shown that thi y 
were handed the boodlers in certain saloons 
uiid meeting places. It will also apficar in 
evidence that the toilet room of the council 
chamber was a favorite place for the passing 
of money from tho boas boodlers to the 
greedy counoilmen. It is known that 
aldermen have "tquealed. " Public criti- 
cism has been too strong for thesj weak 
ones, and they determined to s:ive their own 
liberty by turning State's evidence rather 
than take any more eh mcis. To night it 
was iinpoasihlo to find certain aldenn ;n at 
their hoini-s, and it was whiapercd that they 
had already taken Ibght. 

The evidence to hi; presented to the Grand 
Jury ia not to bo niiide public at prea.uit. 
disclosure at this time would but pub in tho 
hands of the d fciutants the tools with whici 
to piove ihf a'ibi aii'l e^tabllsll other defences 
well kiiovvn to c ira nd-i. Il will be shown 
th if the i'aj )o Compressad Air, the North- 
ern Pajilic, and the iiconomic (iaa ordin- 
oncea Went tin ougli by virtue of tho pur- 
chase of tho votea of the City Fat hera. 
Thoss who paid tho money and niudo the 
purchase will be held amenable to the law 
as fully as those wlio sold their votes. "I 
have nil tho evidence I require," said Mr. 
Longenockor, to-d ly, "to convict several 
aldoriiu n, and I intend to place It before the 
(Jratid Jury, in tho morning. I can assure 
you it will not only h-i ample to convict the 
boodlera, but it will alaociusoa sensation in 
this community." The sensation referred to 
is supposed to be dUolosures as to tlu 
names of men who have been doing tho buy 
ing, some of whom, it Is said, are among 
Chicago's most prominent oilizeuB. One 
member of the Grand Jury, who Is familiar 
with the evidence to be' presented to-mor- 
row, said, "The corruption that will he 
shown to have existed in the council is 
simply appalling. We have aliaoluto proof 
of when and where Hoveral aldermen re- 
ceived money for their votes; we know the 
imoiinta they leceivid and tho persons anil 
corporations that gave it to them. Citizens 
will bo surprlsid when the facta aie made 
known."

SUFliBitlS UOURT. 

m cnAMBERS. 
(Before the Uhief Justice.) 

17 March. 

In re Brown and Brown, infants. 
KxparU Brown. 

In this case .Mr. J. C. C. Kent had been 
duly appointed guardian of the infanta by 
tho Court. He now applietl, as their next 
friend, for tho approval by a judge of a pro- 
posed luBQ of §1,500, part of the trust fund 
belonging to the infants, to the St. Andrew's 
Society, on m'ortcago of a piece of land said 
to be worth §18,000. 

Mr. Wootton, for tho petitioners, stated 
the above facts, and that the mortgagors 
intendeil to expend tho whole §0,500 in im- 
provements upon the mortgaged premisea. 

The Chief Justice — "Ordinarily, when 
trustees are investing u trust fund, they 
rely on the rfport of proper experts as to 
the value of the security, and on their solici- 
tor to see that the title Is good, and the 
premises, with all usual powers and reme- 
dies, properly secured to them. When the 
heneliciaries are infants, they have the 
additional safeguard in the watchfulness of 
a judge; though the legal responsibility of 
the Bolieitor is not thereby wholly super- 
sedeil. I therefore assume that proper evi- 
dence of experts is producible in support of 
the atauiincnis as to the value, as to 
which indeed the solicitors noting for tho 
trustee lire bound to protect him, and show 
that be has ex>'roiacJ duo caution. H p- 
irooil v. I'urkin (11 ei|. ca , L. R. 7-1). Thi y 
will also have to seo that the nurtg-igons 
have power to d.-al with the land us pro- 
posed, and that the covenant-i are puisui- 
ally enforceable. I should not feel 
disposed to authorize an advance of 
an infant's money on loan upon the 
security of land alone, especially in view of 
recent legislation. And this leuls me to 
point out some special precautions rendered 
necessary hy such legislation. The svcur- 
ity hitherto fell on all mortgage.i of land 
Ecema now, if it be iiiipiovable land, anil co 
liable to bi) subjected to any mechanic's 
le n, to he very niucb impaired hy tho Act 
of ISOI. Hy the combined operation of sec- 
tions (i and l(), all the mortgagee's remedies 
of sale or foreclosure or taking possession 
may, and probably would, be euiiicly taken 
out of his hands and placed In thu hands of 
the lien holder . or lien holders. These or 
any one of these may by section compel 
an ill: mediate sale, not of the equity nf re- 
demption, but of the Und itself aud the 
mortgagee's estate and interest In It ; and 
the iiiorlgageo Is not even to get as u matter, 
of course, out of tho pr< ceeds of suih sale 
tho aiiiouiil^ which the uiurtg igor has ag-'etd 
by hu mortgage shall be churged upon the 
land, hut onl" so much as a 
jury may tl .irv proper to dedi- 
cito to that purpose. The morlgagi e 
may in fome cases of course get his princi- 
pal, interest and costs: but it ia evidently 
contemplated by tho Act that in some cases 
ho iiiiiy not: and his icniedies, his powers 
of enforcing payment, appear t > he clearly 
quite taken away. No ti ustee could bo ad- 
vised to expose his ceata (juo trust's money 
to such a risk, to siy noihing of the costs of 
litigation by contiMctors, inaterialinen and 
laborers, Isow, iigainat all thcKC rioka tho 
mortgagor can perf ctly protect his mort- 
gage by simply cauaing every body coii- 
nuj'.ed with tho prep irat ion for, or the exe- 
cution of, any improvoiiienta in any capacity 
to aign an ngreument that tho Meuhaiiica' 
Lien Acts shall none of them apply. The 
present mortgagors, therefore, must at the 
very least, covenant to that tfTict: and tho 
ohservaiico of that covenant will have to bo 
safeguarded hy very stringent aii|nilations, 
which must bo submitted to a Judge for ap- 
proval. It remains to bo seen whether tho 
ohservanco of that covenant can, by any 
stipulations be suifijiently onaurod."

R. L. T. Golbraith, e.K-M.P.r., for Root- 
onay, arrived down from Fort Steele via. 
Golden, and ia registered at tlio Driard. 
Talking to a Coi.o.NisT representative, last 
night, Mr. Galbraith said tliat the past 
winter had been a very mild one, the snow 
falling to a depth of six incites only, per- 
mitting slock to got through tho seaaon 
without feeding, and without loss. Farmers 
at Fort Steele and W indermere were plough- 
ing and sowing the day he left. A much 
larger urea than ever before will bo culti- 
vated this year. 

In mining very little has been done dur- 
ing the winter, except prcpiu'iiig for the 
coming season. The Oaler-Huinnuind Co. , 
of Toronto, have secured tho lease of a 
portion of Wild Horse Creek, and have 
purchased in Chicago the latest improved 
j hydraulic mining nuiohiuery, for the imr- 
I pose of prospecting the deep ground 
im tho Creek. The miichinery is 
now on its wiiy from Winnipeg, and 
will be forwiU'ded to the mines hy ll e new 
steamer Uyack, recently built hy the Upper 
Columbia and Kootenay Transportation Co. 
This steamer baa been built to accomino- 
dutu tho inereaeed and growing trade of that 
section of East Kootenay. 

Mr. David (itilUtha, the pioneer miner of 
Wild Horse creek, has sold all his interests 
in the hydraulio mines on the creek to a 
London syndicate, for a very handsome 
tigure. The agent of tho conipiny is on his 
way ont to Kootenay to take over the pro- 
jierty, and work will bo proaoouted with 
energy during the con)ing season. It ia 
proposed to purchase all tho modern appli- 
ances of hydraulio mining in California to 
prosecute the work on an extensive sraile. 
The same syndicate also intend purchasing 
all the Chinese interests on the Creek during 
tlie present year, and will use white labor 
on all claims. 

A good prospect has been recently struck 
on the Moyea River by Hidgeway it Co., 
and a discovery claim taken up by them. 
Tho ground will pay .*."> per day to the hand. 

The Thuiuler Hill niiiie is looking well, 
and reports fram the working mansger con- 
tinue to he very favoi-able, indeed. The 
machiner'y is now at Cioldeu to thoroughly 
open up the property. 

During the past a great deal has been 
done in opening up and developim; leads in 
the neighborliood of Wild Horse Creek and 
Bull River. The ore found is of high grade 
— silver and copper. It runs from J.'iO to 
5800 silver to tho ton, A great number of 
prospectors will explore this district during 
the coining season, and it ia expected that 
aoiue rioh finda will be tho result.

H. will 
begin the building of the line through 
Crow's Neat Pass, will bo hailed with de- 
light iu East Kootenay. Tho line, after 
leaving the Pass, will cross tho Kootenay 
near Fort Steele, and via Cranbrook, Goat 
River and Moyea River to the Columbia 
River. Along this road not one anow-ahnd 
will be necessary, and tho grades will bo 
light. In addition to opening up the vast 
coal deposits in the Crow's Nest 
Valley, it will also develop a min- 
cril belt as rich and as oxtcn- 
hive as the now frfnmus Kootenay 
Lake mines. It will also bring to Victoria 
and Voncouver, the trade that would other- 
wise go to tho south of the boundary. Thia 
will not only furnish a vast carrying trade 
to the C. P. K., but will give that railway 
a line which can be kept opon at all times, 
at one tiiho the expense that ia now re- 
quired to keep the presi nt line iu working 
order. Mr. (Iidbraith says thiit ('ol. lliker 
ia fair y entitled to pr iiso for his untiring 
elTorts to induce the C. V. K. to adopt this 
route. 

The iurliuns in East Kootenay have been 
ipiiet and peaceful dill iiig the year. Com- 
missioner V'owell's visit, last season, was 
productive of great good.

— Sir George 
Budcu-Povvell, at present in Montreal, 
believes that tho Behring Sea Modm 
\'ifcii<li will be renewed for tho coining 
season. 

Wasiiincton, .March H). — Consiilerahle 
activity is apparent at tho Xavy Depart- 
ment, and the several bureaus are busy in 
fitting out naval vessels for Behring Sea. 
Secretary Tracy is devoting himself 
solely to the matter, even go- 
ing iuto the subject to the emallest 
details. Ho bus, for the past day, denied 
biniaclf to callers, and, this morning, denied 
himself to several Senators. The vcesols 
that are beini; fitted out for duty in 
Behring Sea this season, are: The 
Adams; the Thetis and Ranger; the Mohican 
ia now at Port Orchard, Washington, and 
will proceed from that point to Northern 
waters. In addition to the men-of-war 
named, tho revenue cutters Bear, Rush, 
Corwiu and Albatross, aa mentioned in 
these dispatches several doya ago, have been 
ordered to Heliring .Sea, and arc 
now being pre|)areil fur aea with 
all posailile speed.

to St. John, .St. Andrew's or Halifax, or 
bring them from United Stales porta 
to Montreal via the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
The result was that the shipment in bond 
via. the United Stitos, to and from outside 
countries, fell oil' very oonsiderably. The 
value of tho goods thus carried in tho fiscal 
year 1,SH7-SS, waa $20,000,(100, against fiiO,- 
(100,000 in 1881)87. 'i'he result was, of 
course, to give our porta just so much more 
work to do, instead of having it done in 
United States ports. The question is a very 
interesting ono, and the advice which was 
temlerod three years ago, is well worthy 
of being considered to-day.

ty, has at some time 
asked him or herself these questions, 
perhaps just by way of specuhitiou and 
philosophy, or perhaps in some moment 
of weariness and disgust of life and its 
complications. 

One's instinctive idea of society is that 
it can only exist iu large communities 
and can bo found in its perfection only 
in the tew great centers of civilization— 
in Paris or London or Vienna or St. Pe- 
tersburg or Now York. But in point of 
fact society exists everywhoro that even 
a few people are gathered together— 
that is to say, enough jiooplo to uiak-i- 
• public opinion possible. One person can- 
not form society, aor can two, for there 
would with two be no possibility of tally- 
ing about somebody else, and that is the 
very marrow of soeictj' conversation. 
Three persons at least must live near to- 
gether, engage in the same pursuits, 
covet the same things and emulate each 
other in their mode of life to produce the 
essential germ of society, for that germ 
is rivalry. Where iio rivalry is possible 
society cannot exist. 

Take for instance a keen business 
man, a soldier, a philosopher, a laborer 
and a domestic woman of limited men- 
tal capacities; they would not constitute 
society if they lived alone on a desolate 
island, for there could bo no rivalry: 
not one of them would feel the leiist am- 
bition to excel the other, for not one 
Would understand or aspire to eminence 
in tho pursuits of any one of the rest. 
But take a little country town, nay, take 
the smallest village, and you at once get 
society, for you have rivalry, emulation, 
envy and covctonsness; also you have a 
certain amount of friendly feeling, of de- 
sire for the good of others and of a sym- 
pathetic interest in their success or mis- 
fortune. For all three elements enter 
into sociot}', and if you say tlielast three 
contradict and neutralize the first four, 
1 respond that they are but three to 
four, and that as a general tiling the ma- 
jority governs, not only in our republic, 
but iu tlio kingdoms and emiiiros of the 
earth, so far at least as society is to be 
considered. 

Besides, it is not necessary to try to 
make the laws of society consistent or 
harmonious or connuonsenHical, for they 
are not so hy nature, never have beon 
and never vdU bo. 

In tho littlo village, tho \vife of the 
minister, the doctor and the lawyer rep- 
resent the Four Hundred, which have 
been declared to comprise all tho society 
folk of New York: to theso three i)ro- 
fcssional ladies may joined the wifi; 
of tho shopkeeper and perhaps tho mill- 
owmer, or tlie few larger landowners 
among the farmers. To this inner cir- 
cle do all the women of (lie place ;ispirc, 
and the question as to who does or does 
not revolve within it as a sort of second- 
ary planet ia tho source of tmending 
discussion, assertion, denial and simula- 
tion. 

'*Miss Brown is going to have some 
folks to tea," says the butcher's -wife to 

tho blacksmith's wile. "I suppose you're; 
a-going'/" 

"Oh, 1 don't know," replies Mrs. Cy- 
clops, who wonld give her mrs to go and 
hasn't been invited. "1 expect Miss 
Brown's too mad to ask me, for 1 haven't 
beon to cull at tho parsonage for a raontli 
of Sundays. Bo you going?" 

"Duiuio yet. I souio expect to go 
down to tho city that day." And the 
two ladies separate, eacdi to make merry 
in her domestic I'ircle over tho vain pn- 
tonses anrl a.spirations of the other. 

Perhaps you lottily say that you Icnow 
nothing about country villages or the 
habits and feelings of tho wives of 
butchers and blacksmiths; but is not 
this little sketch one that you can dupli- 
cate in your own circle ot society what- 
ever that may Ije? 

Mrs. V. or Mrs. A. is to give an on- 
tortainmont. Of course she asks the 
•100 who are on her regular visiting list, 
but there are 400 or 500 more, not exact- 
ly on tlio visiting list, but who still have 
a certain acquaintance with iMrs. \. or 
Mrs. A.! have met her at some sum- 
mer hotel, have crossed tho ocean in her 
company or have been presented to her 
notice by some friend. Sho bows to them 
in tho park, and if thej' stand sipiaro in 
her i)ath at some third person's rece])tion 
sho graciously riq)lies to their an.\i(jus 
and deferential littlo proflor of remark 
or salutation; but does all this make 
them so far acquainted that they may 
hojio for an invitation to this grand en- 
tortainnuMit? Does it at any r:i.te en- 
title them to speak to thoir friends as if 
th(!ro was a possibility of thoir going if 
thoy ECU tit to do so? Ami when t hey 
meet another person very simihuly situ- 
ated with regard to tho loaders of the 
Four Hundred, docs not thoir little con- 
versation bear a striking resemlilance to 
that of tho butcher's wife and tho black- 
smith's ■\vifo discussing tho tea to bo 
given by tho parson's wife? 

Diogenes placed tho hoigl of human 



He possessed a tub and he made himself 

perfectly contented in his t'ab, and 
therefore perfectly happy. At least 
when Alexander, just then master of 
the world, stood outside tho tub and 
asked its inmate to say what ho could 
do for him, Diogenes simply replied: 

"Get out of my lightl" 

A society person would say that Di- 
ogenes stood in his own light by thus 
snubbing tho emperor; but perhaps, in 
fact it seems as if certainly, he was hon- 
est in his conviction t^t even the most 
powerful man on earth could give him 
nothing better than contentment with 
his humble lot. At any rate he bad the 
courage of his convictions, and took 
Xantippo to wifo as a proof that he 
meant what ho said. 

But if ho was right, and content is 
hiippiness, society cannot be happy, fur 
content is an unknown quantity in its 
comiiositioii. Nobody iu society is or 
can bo content, for if ho wore content 
he would not bo in society, tho very 
ensence of whose existence is emulation: 
"the better is the enemy of good" say the 
French, and tho maxim is as .sadly wise 
as umst of their apothcguis. ]\Irs. A. 
has some diamonds, very lino diamonds 
and a gooil many of them. Is sho satis- 
tied ami contented in their posscssiiin'/ 
No, for Mrs. B. has more and liner ones, 
and Mrs. D. has a gnawing conscious- 
ness that Mile. Tiptoe has yet finer ones, 
and Jllle. wishes she could lay hands 
upon the IJaciiess of So-and-so's he.'ctii- 
tary jewels, and the duchess never con- 
templates her own jewels without re- 
membering those sho saw upon the em- 
press of llu.ssia, or in tho Green Vaults 
of Vienna, or tho Paris exposition. 

So nobody is content with jewels, and 
jewels are one of the badges and trade- 
marlvs and cortiiicates of n position in 
society. 

And so it is with clothes. Mrs. X., 
with a deep purse, subsidizes Worth or 
one of his rivals to compose a toilet for 
her which shall exceed in richness, beau- 
ty and originality anything that ever 
yet clothed a daughter of Eve. The ar- 
tist falls into a fine frenzy and evolves 
something which even Airs. X. admits 
to bo beyond her wildest hopes, unti!, 
as she i)luuies herself like a peacock and 
glides down the grand reception room, 
sho suddenly encounters Mrs. Z., an- 
other Worth dressed dame, whoso robes 
are an improvement upon her own, so 
th;it the latter may confidentially whis- 
per to her dear 5U0 friends that "Poor 
Mrs. X." has tried to copy bor dress by 
tho aid of some domestic dressmaK-or, 
but has not quite succeeded — "not quite, 
my dear, for Worth is not so easily imi- 
tated." And poor Mrs. X., who suspects 
tho slander, but has no opportunity of 
rebutting it, goes home gnashing her 
teeth and tearing her hair, and is ready 
to trample her poor gown under foot 
and to rend M. Worth limb from limb. 

Or perhaps she is of a l^-eener and more 
belligerenl mako,,and instead of retreat- 
ing, sails gallantly up to the enemy, ex- 
claiming: 

"Oh, my dear! What a sweet gown, 
and I'll forgive you for stealing my lit- 
tlo hints to "Worth — he made mine, you 
know, and I suppose liked the idea so 
well that hi' couldn't resist warming it 
over in yours!" 

How truly happy both those women 
feel as they smile in each other's faces 
and glare in each o. bar's eyes! 

Consider the matter of pi-ecedence, es- 
pecially here in our New World's repub- 
lican society! In the kingdoms and em- 
pires of older communities the whole 
thing is settled for mail, woman and 
child by the mere fact of birth. A lit- 
tle, frivolous, childish duchess of nine- 
teen must talvc jirecedence of a venera- 
ble' and tlignitied countess, evi n though 
it may bo her own grandmother, and so 
on down to the delicate distinctions be- 
tween the wives of barristers and tlie 
wives of attorneys. 

But, thank heaven, we are not yet so 
highly civilized as all this, and the liost 
at a dinner party or a biill supper gen- 
erally gives bis arm to I ho oldest lady, 
or to the distinguislied stranger of the 
occasion, or to her iu v.-hoso honor the 
entertainment is given, and this is so 
far the better plan; that there is a rea- 
son based upon common sense and tho 
inherent fitness of things for such a 
choice. But for all this, our elective 
course opens wide tho door to jealous- 
ies and heartburnings l(>ss lilcely to as- 
sail the liori! thralls of conventional 
lirecodeiice, and one of tho little ani- 
mosities of the society man or woman 
is to keep a sharp lookout that nobody 
is treated with more consideration or 
respect in this matter than him or her- 
self. 

.Suppose this little exposition of the 
ruling [lassicuis of society could bo road 
by some intelligent citizen of Jupiter 
come down to earth on a tour of exi)lo- 
ration, much as Stanley went to Africi. 
to see how let; tiutrci lived. Jlo would 
probably exclaim: 

"Why, what a dreadful condition of 
things society must bel I suppose every- 
body who can keeps out of it!" 

And we should reply: "By no means, 
uiy dc'ar Jupitrian! On tho contrary, 
nearly everj-body of average means, o.d- 
ucalioii and ambition aspires to belong 
to society and to have the reinitation of 
so belonging. To be out of society is to 
be out of llie world, and in that case we 
uiiglit as well bo dead." 

"Being dead, my dear Earthling, 
would bring yon into a groat deal of 
society, and of a very fixed character. 
Wo Jnpitrians understand more about 
thcso things than you do." 

"Ah! Jij'pnotism is one of tho fads of 
your society also, is it? Well, it has 
amused us somewhat, but it is getting a 
little passe, now." 

"Perhaps, you'll be still more amused 
at it by and by," says Jupiter, and in- 
flating his el<>ctric ilying machine is off 
like a shot. 

Yes, wo all or most ef us cling to so- 
ciety no matter how ob.';c\iro a jjosition 
wo may hold in it, and many of us 
strain every nerve and keep up all sorts 
of pretenses to hold our footing there. 
Tho young fellow who lodges in a gar- 
ret and oats at a cheap restaurant that 
ho may keep his name on tho books of a 
fnshionnblo club and go to fashionable 
receptions in suitabl'S clothes; tho 



to be dressed and taught some accom- 
plishments whereby to hold their o-wn 
in the arena of society's struggles; tho 
unmarried woman of good family but 
very slender means who in secret prac- 
tices a thousand unknown and cruel 
economies that sho may appear in tho 
drawing rooms of her wealthy relatives 
iu a proper gown and well preserved 
laces. All these, and how many more, 
are struggling to hold their footing in 
society, and why? Do they derive pleas- 
ure from its snubs and slights and 
c6vert sneers and taunts? Is it joy to 
these souls to know, or at least to 
imagine, that everyone they meet ia bet- 
ter off imd more at ease than them- 
selves? 

But the others — those who are really 
prosperous and assured, who have their 
own position and are quite able to nuiiu- 
tain it — do they find tho life of society a 
life of real joy and satisfaction? Apart 
from the rivalries — and it is in this more 
prosperous class that the rivalries luivo 
their full swing — apart from these, are 
the fatigues, tho worries, the obligation 
to keep up when tho whole heart is sick 
and the whole body aches, the impossi- 
bility of doing what one wants to, bo- 
cause societv demands just then what 
one does mil want — there is no slavery 
more stern, no rule more unyielding, no 
tyrant more inexorable than the rule 
and the temper of society. 

Try it if you don't believe me. Tlio 
U('.\l time your reception day conies 
around and you don"t feel liko seeing 
people, tell the servants to deny you. 
Do ' it two or three times and you \vi\\ 
find )-our friends going somewhere else 
that day, and you will have gained the 
reputation of being air-y or freak-y or 
odd, and in fact you will have slipped 
down a step or two on the slippery social 
scale. 

Or dress in your comfortable last year's 
gown in.«tend of tho hideous new one 
which your soul loathes, yon will 
presently hear that you are getting 
poor and dowdyish. One cannot mul- 
tiply examples, and in fact most per- 
sons, whether their society is that 
of Paris or of tho tiniest village of 
central Pennsylvania, can adapt and 
modify what has been said to their own 
experience, and agree with me that the 
most perplexing questions in the world 
are: 

Why does society e.Tist? Why do we 
seek it? and la it a necessary evil or an 
evil necessity?

MuUel Club. 

Tho model club among women in this 
country is to my mind the Pro Ro Nata 
Society of Wiishhigton. Ladies of tho 
highest culture, many of them leading 
ladies socially, belong to it. Although 
this is the case, yet desirable women 
who earn thoir living day by day are 
welcomed, and some of these are among 
its noblest niembers. Tho club was 
framed, as its constitution affirms, "to 
perfect its members in extempore sjioak- 
ing by the formal discussion of live 
questions of the day, ami to work- to- 
gether for the highest civilization of 
humanity." Best of all, article 8 of the 
the constitution declares that no topic, 
social, political or religious shall bo ex- 
cluded from discus.sion at tho meetings. 
Here the Pro Re Nat:v stands alone. 1 
know of no other woman's club in Amer- 
ica or the world that is Avilltng to discuss 
any question whatsoever. If only more 
women had this much courage and liber- 
ality, wliat a happy world this would be! 
The reason tlio Pro Ke Natas are thus 
brave and liberal must 1k'. 1 think, that 
they are all, without exception so far as 
1 know, ladies of imcommon education 
and intelligence and'Nvitli unusually vig 
orous intellects. I have always ob- 
served that the more people know the 
more tolerant of all shades of oj)ini(in 
they are. Tho Pro Re Nata ladies dis- 
cuss the large social, political and eco- 
nomic topics of tho time. Lately they 
spol:o on tho Chilian question. Tho in- 
terest (if the occasion '.v:is increased by 
the fact that Mrs. ilibbert, who ojiened 
the speaking, had been formerly director 
of a government normal college in the 
Argentine lletniblic, and therefore knew 
South Anu.'ricans well. Among topics 
discussed iu tho iiast year have been 
finance, bu.sinoss education for women 
and the need of physical culture for 
American wiunen. 

Brown university at the opening of tho 
present collegi; year started with an ap- 
pendage for women students, called tho 
university course for women. Itissimply 
what tho Harvard annex used to be — 
merely a permission to girls to get the 
instruction given in tho regular course 
of the university and lako tho regular 
college (!.\auiinatioiis. If they jiass tlieso, 
certiticates will be awarded to them, 
but not diplomas, and no class room in- 
struction is given to them at present. 
Thus (!veii venerable and conserva- 
tive Brown is beginning to capitu- 
late to tho women. The conces- 
sion gained is not much in ono 
way, for girls can go already on equal 
terms to magnificent Michigan imiver- 
sity, Cornell, and many of tho universi- 
ties of the wesiern states, and certainly 
will prefer doing so to accepting tliis 
crumb from Drown uiii vf;rsity. In anotlier 
way, howover, tho little concession from 
Brown means much. It is the breaking 
of the ice of conservatism which still 
fast locks tho othorwiso kind and largo 
hearts of so many eastern men. .So wo 
welcome it and thank tho trustees of 
Brown. For girls living in its near 
neighborhood the examinations ■will bo 
a convenience. 

Miss Lulu Flower, of New Orleans, is 
a commercial traveler.

The woman who cm do fine needle- 
work can now make her underwear beau- 
tiful without putting any other trimming 

upon it than tho labor of her hands. In 
the stores whore specialties iiro made of 
trousaeau.x, and of very lino underwear, 
all tho work ia done by hand. Stiiches 
so tine that they aeoni as if set by the 
fairies are glouted over by tho connois- 
seurs, and ttio oloaenesa with which they 
are placed ia counted as of special value. 
Hiindwork is again in fashion on linen, 
huvii, umalin, or whatever may be tho 
fabric. 

Finbroidery cottons are used to form 
the cipher or iiiono_;rani that niarUs who 
the owner i f tho g.iriiient ia, for nowa- 
days a lady does not let indeliblo ink 
t uch her belongings, but instead her 
favorite way of writinfj her initials is 
wrought out in firm stitches and small 
letters. On a night-dress the letters are 
liigli upon the bust ; on petticn.-ita, on the 
riliboii siriiiga, on clieiiiises on tho slioul- 
ders, and on underveala in the suiie 
place. As far as jiesaible, garmenta are 
cut without seams, but iu most irstiuices

For people who do not caro for thin 
gowns, tlioso of figured percale, with a 
broad aaihjr collar and full sleeves dr.-iwn 
ii ti (leep cutl's, With tlu.' usual embroid- 
ered linisli, ai'O 1 econunendcd. 



Tho somewdiat short, rather scant pet- 
ticoat with its fulneas drawn back by a 
siring midway of its depth, continues in 
vogue. It is developed in changeable 
silk, plain silk, and in light-weigh tcloth. 
The usual triinming is three narrow, 
scant, pinked lloiinces ; the silk skirt ela- 
borately tiiiimied with lace not now hav- 
ing the ci nseut of fashion that belonged 
to it some time ago. 

A very bccuning jacket ia made of 
rose-colored, light-weight flannel. It has 
a yoke of moss-green velvet from which 
tho full widths of flannel fall, being ar- 
ranged ill double box plaits. They reaidi 
almoat to the knees, and have an inch- 
wide ribbon as the finiali. A rolling col- 
lar of velvet is the neck linish, and long 
ribbons hero loujiod together conlino the 
j.ackot at tho throat. Tho sleeves are 
high and full and gathered into ouiTs of 
velvet. A mistake loo often made in a 
dresaii'g sack is that of having the aleovos 
close-fitting ; as one weara tlio sack in 
arranging one's iuiir, or sometimes plac- 
ing the bonnet juRt in position, the arms 
want to have a free swing, uiitrammeled 
by tight sleeves. For this reasim very 
many ladies prefer tho old-fashioned 
"angel" sleeve, which closes just a little 
below the shoulder, and falls entirely 
away from tho arm. 

It must he reinuinbered tliat wlieii one 
has devoted tiiiio and patience to making 
pretty belongings, a dainty jilaco ia need- 
ed in which to keep them.

She stopped right there. She couldn't - 
describe the man she had seen so often , 
during a period of three yeais !

A SENSIBLE CHURCH. 



Auflleuce Uoiiin aiul .Sunday' S<^liooI Room

Church buildhigs were hampered both 
in plan and armngcuient until a few years 
ago becau.se of the influence of cathedral 
architecture. It i.s dillicult to get away 
from old models. In ICngland and on tlie 
CoiiLiueiil, Weyetlirid t'r.iUsifJint churches 
which in plan are in some respects allied 
to the cathedrals. While nothing can bo 
more beautiful, more .sati.sfaclory or better 
suited to the requiremeiit.s of the Catholic 
service, no arrangement is more unsuiteil 
to the recpiireincuts of the Protestant serv- 
ice than that which' bclonKX to the cathe- 
(Irnl. The influence of £*rotcstant archi- 
tecture is not greatly felt in England. 
The growing tendency of Aracric4in3 to 
work from a rational stiindpoiut, and to 
not be blindly influenced by precedent iu 
any line, has maili; itself felt in Protestant 
architecture. Tlio arrangement which 
will l>o.st conserve the reqiiirumcnts of 
hearing and seeing, and at tho same time 
preserve some of the characteristics of re- 
ligioiia (ircliitecture, is the only one which 
we may e.xpect will llnd favor with our 
people. 

'Pile plan lirre given is of a cliurch so ar- 
ran,L;o(l I li.it the main aiulience room and 
the Snnilay scliool room in;iy be connected. 
This plan i.s worked out witli the idea that 
there should be no compromises in iirrango- 
ment becuusa of this connection. Tho effort

is miKle to devise a Sundjiy school room 
which i.s as .satisfactory as passible for that 
purpose; al.so an audience room which, in 
itself, will meet all of the conditions neces- 
sary to hearing and seeing. The connec- 
tion Ijetween the two is a separate problem, 
with a purpose of uniting an ideal Sunday 
school room and nn ideal andieiico room in 
an ideal way. It is tho bu.siuess of tho.se 
interested to llnd out whether or not this 
hiLs been ueconiplislied. 

The pulpit or rostrum is in tho corner of 
the andit'iice room nearest the Sunday 
school i-ooMi. 'I'll is is the best possible lo- 
cation for the puljiit in ibe .•iiidienee room, 
and il is also tin- one from whiclu those in 
the Siinilay scliool room maj' .see and bear 
what L;oes on in the ainlience room. The 
(lilliciilly in an arr.iiinionent of ihi.i kind 
lias always hoeii found in I be connection be- 
twci'ii tin.' two rooms, .Vuyt liiii^ going on 
in tlie .Sunilay school room may be beard i-ii 
the audience rooin, or vice versa, even when 
tbe doors are closed. This can be avoided 
liytbe use of double p.ancds which drop 
ibrouLjli the Hour to the basement. If the 
basement rece]il:ic le be pocketed, there is 
no <li.s;idvaiit.ige in this plan. If preferred, 
the doors may be raksi-d inton pocket above. 

It is necessary that these screens should 
be framed iu one piece .and be elevuteil or 
loweri'd with sli;ift and gearing which 
drops both ends the same (li-stanpo at the 
same timet-'- There arc various ways of do- 
ing thi.H, as any machinist will understand, 
ft may bo ttccomplishcd by u citain belt at 
each end, connected with properly arranged 
gearing and shafting, or Ijy means of two 
doubled threaded screws at each end, con- 
nected in the same way. There must lie a 
single source of power, which may be in 
the form of a cnnik in a convenient loca- 
tion or some other ordinary method. By 
tliis melius .-i screen heavy enough and 
solid enoiiL;li iii.iy be userl so t hat it ap- 
pears to lie a part of tlie arch itectu re of the 
eliurcii and not a mi.'re ;irra[i^enienL of 
liglit, llimsy doors. 

The audience room seals radiate from 
the location of the puliiit. Tliey descend 
from the outside of the room toward it. 
The rostrum may thus be low and all peo- 
ple in the room may see anil hear well. 
The Sunday scIkjdI room seats descend in 
the saline \\-:\.\ by .-iteps. The .■mdience ro-mi 
walls and eeilinj^ should be of thin boards, 
say half nil inch thick, properly applied in 
decorative forni.s. The wixid work on tho 
walls should be .set out one-balf inch from 
i'he walls themselves, in case the cliurch 
be built of brick. In event of its being a 
frame structure, as shown in this jilan, it 
could be upplicd directly to the studding. 

An nrranKemunt of this kind inakeu tlic 
acoustic properties of any room as nearly 
perfect nn possible. A room surrounded 
by a brick wall, which 1.1 plastered direct- 
ly onto the brick work or which is plas- 
tered at all, is about the worst possible ax- 
rangement with reference to acoustics. 
The hardness aud nonabsorlient (]Ualitics 
of brick or plaster are unfavorable to hejir- 
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FLOOIt I'l.AN, 
ing. If the wall could be lined with can- 
vies it would be yet better than wood, es- 
pecially if the canvas were suspended a 
short distance from the wall. 

Tlie seat.s of tin; Sunday school room are 
arraM.ged so that each cla-ss lias tho best 
pos.sible acconiniodation for its work. Tho 
pupils practically surround the teacher, 
who is near to all o( them. Tho general 
plan of both audience and Sunday school 
room practically means an arrangement of 
people in circles. Chusarooms uro shown 
in cnnaection 'U'lth the Sunday school 
room. 

While this building is shown In wood 
nnd for a inoderalo sized church, tho idea 

is pliustic and may bo made to conserve for 
aJari^eror smaller structure and any ma- 
terial of wliicli acbnrch m;iy be built. Tlie 
prici! will vary according to the material 
of wbi'-h the Htructuro Is built.

Hints on How to Manage Them 
by A. B. George. 



THE MOST POPULAR GAMES. 



t^KS-of-trar, Tliroo Leg^d bao«S| Wheel- 
barrow Races, Obstacle Races and Roll- 
er Skating Contests Aro Among the 
Best — Bow to Secure Attendance. 

Indoor Eames are becomint; very populnr 
througliout the country, and when prop- 
Erly managed tbey should draw better than 
those held out of doors, there being sev- 
eral things in their favor. First, owing to 
tlio necessarily small size of indoor tracks, 
the spectators am follow the variousevents 
better than they can on outdoor traclis, 
and the fact tliat indoor games are gen- 
erally held In the evening gives those who 
caanot spare time for daylight sports an 
opportunity to see their friends compete. 
At most indoor games, too, there is a band 
of music in attendance and dancing is 
often one of llio features of tlie evening, 
whicli, needless to say, is a great attraction 
for many. 

A good plan to insure a large .attendance 
is to sell the tickets at a reduced price if 
purchased before tliedayof the games, liy 
this means, if it should prove a wet night, 
a large number of people would be present 
who, unless they had already procured 
tickets, could not bo induced to brave the 
elements. 

Care should be taken to give events suit- 
able to the tnick. At some indixjr games 1 
hare seen races decided in which it was 
impossible to tell who was leading. This 
was owing to the small tnick, largo num- 
ber of contestants and tbo long starts some 
of them received. VVhen giving a race of a 
mile or longer distance a short limit should 
bo fixed to keep the entries down. Though 
this is turning money away it will pay bet- 
ter in the end, as the spectators will bo 
more interested and therefore patronize 
the games better. I think sprint races, 
which have to be run around the track, 
are very unsatisfactory indoors, lus owing 
to the sharp lui MS the hack markers have 
but little cliance to get through. A quar- 
ter of a mile is (|uito long enough distance 
to give, and this should be divided into 
heats with sLn to ten men each. It is a 
mistake to crowd lifleeii or eighteen men 
into a heat on a track with twelve or 
fourteen laps to the mile, as fouls are sure 
to occur and men are apt to get knocked 
down and perlKi|)s injured. Short dashes 
of from fifty to seventy-live yards are al- 
ways popular and create a deal of excite- 
ment if properly handicapped. 

There are m.any events seldom given at 
outdoor gain e-s wliich I think would prove 
interesting and amusing indoors and which 
can be decided in a small space. The tug- 
of-war, both for teams and individuals, can 
only be watched by a few when held in a 
big athletic field, but can be plainly seen 
by all in an armory or similar building if 
some bright colored ribbon is fastened in 
the center of the rope. 

Three legged races, wlieelbarrow races, 
egg and spoon races, bucket races and 
similar contests always prove interesting 
and create amusement. Undoubtedly the 
obstacle race takes best. There are many 
obstacles \yhich may l)e used, a few of the 
most popular i)eiug the suspended barrel, 
which coutestunts have to creep through. 
Care must be taken that there are no nails 
in it or serious accidents may result. A 
large canvas s.-iil or cloth fastened close to 
the door will prove a formidable obstacle 
to crawl under. A' maze constructed of 
line cord is another obstacle often used. 
The efforts of the contestants to extract 
themselves always crcjite much amuse- 
ment. 

The high .lump ;ind pole vault are also 
potiular events, though the latter Ls sel- 
dom given. Hurdle nices aro very pretty 
and always cause excitement. So doubt 
the ordinary spectator enjoys the bicycle 
races more than anything, but there is a 
great deal of danger in this sport when 
held on small board tracks. I think the 
po.s.sibility of accidents is rather less with 
ordinaries than, safety bicycles. A roller 
skating contest is a nice event to give in 
door.s. When walks are given I think the 
handicapping should be done by yards in- 
stead of SL-conds, its is the custom, and the 
limit shouki never bo more tlian one lap, 
then the audience can kee[) some track of 
the race. If the games are pionioted by 
some regimont a suitable event is a race 
contineil to members (or opi'u to the Na- 
tional Ciuard) in heavy marching order, 
knapsack, rille, bayonet, etc 

When arranging the programme en- 
deavor to keep races of a similar nature as 
far apart as possible, so as to give men 
competing in liotli plenty of rest. There 
should be a separate lot of members for 
each event and the contestants should bo 
numbered on the programme numerically, 
scratch man -N'o. l.and so on up lollielimit 
man, who liiis the highest iiuiidier. \Tliero 
hwitsare necessary they shou Id bearrangeii 
beforehand. Then the contestants will 
know ju.st when they will have to compete 
■ and the spectJitors can tell who is running. 
Instead of calling all the men out ut the 
mark together and there calling over the 
names to ascertain the starters, as is the 
prevailing custom, a much better plan is 
for the clerk of the course to go to the 
dressing room and ask the ccHn[)i^titors to 
answer to their names there. Then as .soon 
as lie has found out the starters he should 
give bis list \aj the aimouncer, whose duly 
it Rhouid be to c.ill out the numbers of the 
nonstarlers, no that the audience may 
know just who is competing. 

Under the present system it is often im- 
possible to tell who the contestants aro. 
When the heals aiu arranged beforehand, 
the good men e;in be kept apart in the pre- 
liminaries, where.-us when t;iking live men 
in regular order it sometimes happens that 
in one he-it lliere will be three or four of 
the best men running, while the next will 
bo conlineil to limit men. 

When laying out the track it is best, if 
possible, to make it oval, two straights 
and two nicely rounded turo-s, which ia 
better than the s(]uare track with four 
turns. .\ broad whitewjLshed line is quite 
.suitable for marking the inner edge if the 
track on the straights, but for the tui-ns a 
mpvable border should be used to compel 
competitors to travel the full distance 
A. a. Ueoboe.

EXPERIMENTS WITH SAND. 

I have just read an article written by 
.1. 1). Can- on " Starting Tree Seedlings" 
iu prepared sand. 

I-lo closes said article as follows: 
" Now, as encalyptus seed most certainly 
germinates bettor in sand and manure 
tiiaii in soil, why will not all tree and 
vegetable seed that will retiuiro trans- 
planting start best that way V" 

J was very much iuteres'ed in what ho 
wrote, as I have boon experimenting for 
some years past with pure sand, as well 
as sand prepared in various ways, in or- 
der to satisfy my Yankee curiosity as to 
its value for potted plants, cuttings, etc., 
and intended in tho near future, if suc- 
cess crowned my ell'orts, to give the read- 
ers i>f tho Ivural the bonelit of my exper 
ience. 1 know that there aro a great 
many people, especially ladies, who hnd 
it dillicult to ])re])are suitable soil for pot- 
ted flowers, and after taking a great deal 
of pains to maka » compost that theysup- 
pc so it suitable for their lovely flowers, 
soon tind to their great sui])rise and sor- 
row that the soil hakes after being water- 
ed, and that their cherished jilants do not 
(loiirish as they should, but make a pu-'y 
and sickly i/rowth. 1 am not at present 
fully prepared to write on this subject as 
1 would like to, but owing to the article 
abovereferred to just appearing, 1 thought 
perhaps it mit^ht be tho most favorable 
opportunity lor mo to stato a few of the 
exporiments I havo already tried, and 
the success that followed, as well as 
.speak of some exporiineiit.s now under 
way which I may in some future article 
write about. 

it IS a well-known fact that the most 
successful llorists use a great deal of 
sand, and if one will examine carefully 
the roots of plants sent to tliem by such 
persons, ho will almost invariably lind 
that the little compost that is still cling- 
ing to the librous roots is very fine, sandy, 
liglit and porous. Noticing this some 
yorirs ago, it set me thinking, and beiiiy 
a great lover of Mowers and not haviiii; 
suitable soil for them, 1 detorniincd to 
oxperiinont and presevere until I secur«d 
it in some way, iMy lii-6t atteiii[)t wiia 
with English walnuts. In the summer of 
1888, having a few barrels of sand loft 
after plastering my house, I planted them 
in a long box about ten inches deep tilled 
with this sand, which came from Vallejo, 
and I sujipose fr 'iii the tceaii beach. J 
took great care to always have it moist, 
and sprinkled it a iiuniber of times with 
weak, liiiuitl hen manure. Jiarlj' in the 
spring they commenced to come up nicely 
and make a rapid growth. I found on 
transplnnting them to my nursery rows 
that but very few nuts had failed to ger- 
minate, while some of the same kind of 
nuts, ]il;iiiteil at the same da'o as tho 
others in <;iiiid garden soil, mostly rotted. 

Last spring I obtained a lot of line 
sand from the creek and mixed it with 
one part of very lino and thoroughly rot- 
ten cow mamire to three parts of sand. 
I then took coal oil cans, cut out the top, 
and planed soino pine or redwood slats as 
wide as a lath and three-fourths of an 
inch thick. Those 1 cut exactly the 
width of tho can and nailed two of theui 
on the outside, opposite each other, with 
inch wire nails driven from the inside of 
tho can. Hy this inethuil they projected 
nearly one-fourth of an inch through tho 
wood, just enough to clinch nieoly. 1 
I then nailed on tho other two sides 
planed laths of suitable length to come 
tlu.sh with ends of tho other pieces and bo- 
cur-;d them there with two-inch wire 
nails, and half-inch wire nails in tho mid- 
dle, clinching them in tho same inaiinor 
as tho others. This indde u stiff, strong 
can. I painted them both inside and out 
and made holes one-fourth of an inch in 
diameter at each corner and in tho mid- 
dle, on all aides and just at the bottom of 
tho can inside, in this way I find tho 
drainage is much bettor than where they 
set on the ground. I then put in an inch 
or two. of rather course burnt bones, with 
the addition of charcoal 1 sift out of iny 
ashes. I then filled up the cans with my 
prepared sand, well settled down, to 
within two inches of tho top, and |)laiited 
fev(!rul kinds of lillies. I novor had lil- 
lios do so well bef.jre, and they were ad- 
mired by all who saw them. 

In July Inst 1 took a cutting of a geran- 
ium and put it into the Vallejo sand 
without manure. I kept this can in ilie 
fihado for two or three weeks, taking 
great care to keep the sand a little moust. 
1 also watered it four or five times with 
I'VjiikI manure, saiiiu as I applied to the 
EiigliHli walnuts. It mndo a better 
growth than any other geranium cutting 
I planted, and I prepared soil of sev- 
eral different Kind? for thetn. 

This BOftson I fe^pect to have at least 20 



difierent kinds of choice chrysanthemums 
which I shall plant in coal oil cans in 
sand prepared as for the lillies before re- 
ferred to. I havo already succeeded in 
raising a fine lot of chrysaiithemuin root 
lots in this prepared sand, as well as 
having started a fine lot of cuttings of 
difTerent kinds — daises, pansies, etc. I 
have also at the present writing growing 
in this sand a nice lot of cabbage and let- 
tuce plants, also onions raised this year 
from seed, which 1 shall transplant as 
soon as the weather permits. 1 ,ain not 
yet done experimenting. I like it, and I 
am continually at it and havo been am- 
ply repaid for all my pains.— Ira W. 
Adams, of Calistoga, in Rural Press. 

A MASCOT. 

Tho Cz'ir has just sent to Atlieris, in 
the charge of one of his favorite generals, 
the stick with which Prince George of 
fJreeco felled tho assailant of tho C/.aro- 
witch in Japan and which ho had left bo- 
hind him at St. Petersburg. The emper- 
or hus had it magnifieent^r mounted in 
gold and precious stones, and it boars the 
inscription: "To Prince George. For 
Valor." Tho stick was cut by the prince 
himself in tho woods around Poros, the 
naval arsenal of Greece, and previous to 
its einbellishnieut by tho Czar resembled 
those monstrous sticks which cane and 
umbrella dealers display in front of their 
stores or in their windows for purposes of 
idvertisemont. This stick has long been 
the despair of both the prince's family 
nd attendants, who repeatedly urged 
him to abandon it. This, however, the 
]>rince has alway-s refused to do, declaring 
that the stick was his mascot.

In one case a senior dea- 
con of a chapel habitually practised the 
two prices diversion, and told his aseis- 
tant, when he refused to follow in his 
steps, that ho had " too much religion to 
1)0 good for any business."

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THE BATTLE OF 



One of the most remarkable and terrible ever fought. The army of the general whose previous successes 
had terrified Kurope was posted along the ascent with Hougoumont, and the general himself had t.akcn up his 
stand in a farm hou.se called the " Belle Alliance." The opix)sing forces were extended over an elcv.ation in the 
Charlcroi Road about two miles from the little vilLigc in Belgium which g.ave its name to the battle. Each com- 
mander w.as thus able to command a view of the whole field. The first general with better equipped .and lielter 
drilled troops and unable to sec the reserve force of the other was over confident. The second commander, sup- 
ported by the brave old I'russian marshal, divided his troops into two lines and awaited the beginning of the 
battle. It w.as between eleven .and twelve o'clock on Sunday the iSth of June, 1S15, that the actual cng.agcmcnt 
began. The action opened with a bri.sk cannonade on the house and wood of Hougoumont which were held by 
the troops of Nassau. The contest continued here all day with terrible fury, but without being able to expel the 
who, although the building h.ad been set on fire, maintained their post amid the flames. Fright- 
ful slaughter and great loss ensued. Terrific and resolute attacks were made by the. .cavalry on 

the centre, and at six in the evening the allied army had lost ten thousand men. "Their oppon- 
ents had suffered still more severely losing tifteen thousand soldiers. Then the great general on seeing the 
sweep the old guards before them exclaimed : 

"All is lost for the present," and rode from the field. "The battle was ovet.

TO DIE IN THE ASYLUM. 

riie Duko of Japoiisky Ilrnught Down From 
Alaska, au Incurabte Luaatic. 

.V Baltimoie, Mo., do3[)atch says : 
.Morris Traveis, who was brought to 
.Mount llippo iusino aayluui to end his 
days among tho incurables, has had an 
interesting career in Alaska. Mr. 
Travers arrived here in charge of 
William F. Durno and Emory M. Foster, 
who brought him from Si fca, where he 
had spent twenty-live years. 

The unfortunate man, wlii) is fifty 
years uf age, belongs to a Boston family. 
One of ills brothers is editor and pro- 
prietor ( f tho Boston Courier. Another 
brother is prominent in educational cir- 
cles in the Siiiiie city. 

When tile war closetl ho entered tho 
navy. Ho was discharged while his ves- 
sel was oil tho Alaskan coast. 

Life wcHt quietly enough until chance 
throw him in the way of a sister of Kat- 
Lah-Aii, a niitivo Alaskan cliiof, noted 
for his cuniiiiig and warlike disposition. 
On one ut his voya:,'ea to Fort Wrangle, 
far down thu coast, to buy sujjplies, 
Travers' canoe overturned, and tho In- 
di 11 girl jumped in and huvod his life. 
For this deed Travers married her, the 
ceremony benig performed in three Sitka 
churches — the tineco-Kussian, the I'rcs- 
byterian and the Catholic. 

The girl was a beauty and had none of 
tile flat-nosed cliaractoristics of hor race. 
.She was tho gentle genius of his island 
home until his cultivated mind cnuld no 
l(jlj;^er brook that ignorance which Sep ir- 
ated him iiientally from her atid he got .i 
divorce. After that he resumed the life 
of a recluse, some of the time cultivating 
ho soil and at others making long 
voyages in (juest of gold, game or adven- 
ture. 

About 1880 tho natives planned a mas- 
sacre of all the foreigners. Travers learn- 
ed of it, and, Lhrouyh his wife, secured a 
rcsjiite of one day. Travers expected a 
steamer that day, and it came in the nick 
of time. 

Shortly after tho final transfer of Al- 
aska to the United Statis tho inhabitants 
of vSitka feared another revolt on tho part 
of the.natives. They were really in dan- 
ger, and no American vessels wore in the 
liarbor. As a la.st resor: they sent a iiies- 
siige down the co.ast to the Osprey, a Brit- 
ish man-of-war, beseeching aid. The Os- 
prcy came into tho bay, and the people 
of Siika proposed that as a matter of 
coiirte.sy the liiitish flag bo hoisted to the 
tci)) of th<' .stall' which stood in the midst 
uf the public K|iiaro.

MAKING GOLD LEAP.

The rhythmic sound of hammer blows 

issuing from a collar attracts tho atten 
lion of many a passer-by. The most curi 
ous stop, and tlirou^li ihe windows see i 
row of nioii vigorously pounding a(iuare 
packages, turning them about at every 
blow. On a sign at tho door of tho store 
overhead there is a golden loaf with the 
word "gold" on it. The row of men are 
gold-beaters, and the packag- s they pound 
80 incupsautly contain gold in its triinsi- 
'ion into gold leaf. To begin with, a bai 
of gold ia ])urcliased at the Mint. It is 
not absolutely pure, but it is liiwr than 
coin. The bar is, say, six inches long, 
two inches wide, and a (quarter or half an 
inch thick. Its weight is somewhere 
around twenty three ounces, and it costs 
500 d(ds. The bar is submitted to the 
liressure of rolls in a machine, and i.s grad- 
ually rolled to a strip of tough gidd rib- 
bon, an inch wide and JijO to 17o feet 
long. This ribbon is from two to three 
one-thousandth of an inch thick. Three 
jiieccs aro usually mado of tho strip, and 
as thoy como from tho machine they are 
rolled up nnd put away until wanted. 

Then begins tho manual labor, by far 
tho most impoitant, and work that re- 
quires no little skill. The ribbon is cut 
into pieces an inch long. There is a 
.scjuaro inch in each piece. One hundred 
and eighty pieces aro jiut botwnen layers 
of " c.utch" paper, four inches s(|uare, the 
whole forming a block about an inch and 
a half thick, *' Cutch" paper is a grade 
about as heavy as parchment, having very 
strong, hard, and tough (jualities which 
aro capable of sUnding the merciless 
pounding it is subjected to. Parchment 
bands are put around tho package of gold 
and paper, and it is ready for tho beater. 
He places it on a marble or iron block, 
lirnily and solidly sot in a table of wood, 
and proceeds to beat it with an iron mal- 
let. Ho has several of these of diU'erent 
weights, running from eight to sixteen 
pounds. They are round, with a convex 
face, so that but an eighth of an inch, or 
little more, forms the striking' sHirfaco. 
Ho beijins with the heaviest mallet, and 
lis ho beats turns ihe jiackago around nnd 
over So that the metal within will be 
spread evenly. It takes an hour to beat 
the inch .siiuaros of L'old out to the edge 
of the Jiackago. When it is done there 
are 180 pieces nearly four inches Sfpiare. 
The gold is then taken out, and each 
[uece is divided into four. Tho 720 pieces 
thus formed aro put between layors of 
gold-beaters' skin, wliich is made of blad- 
der, and is very tiui^;li, into anothcT |)ack- 
age, four inches sipiare, and once more 
i^iveli over to tho beater. It takes two 
hours or lot gcr to beat the ^'old out to 
llie edges of this jiackage. When it ia 
dime, tho paekago is opened, and eacli 
sheet of gold, which by tllis time is pretty 
thin, is cut into four pieces. They are 
tilled into three i)acl;.-i(,'es or moulds, fij 
inches Kipiare, holding ItUO |iieces each, 
and for the tliird time the be, iter begin.s 
Ilia work. From live to seven hours are 
consumed this t mo in tho work. On ac- 
count of tho heat which is generated by 
the blows of tbe mallet, the workmen can 
beat but fifteen minutes on each mould, 
which is then set aside to co<d. This liti- 
ishes the beating iirocess. (iirls take the 
leaves of go'.d and cut them into pieces 
3^ inches sijuare. Twenty-live sheets 
aiopackol into a "book" betwoun sheets 
of thin paper. A " pack" is oOO leaves, 
and is the saleable shtipe of tho material. 
The wapto which is trinim' d from the 
edges of tho leaves is melted down, rolled 
our, and beaten over again. 

There is probably nothing mado by man 
that is as thin as a sheet of gold-leaf. 
Some say that the thinnest havo a thick- 
ness of but ono-two-hundred-nnd-hfiy- 
thousandth of an inch. So thin is the 
film of nietnl in tho loaves that they aro 
transparo'it. But instead of tho golden- 
yellow cidor wliicli gold is lielieved to 
possess, when lield to tlio light they ap- 
pear to bo of a deep rich green. livery 
ono of the thin K(|Uaro inches of gold th:it 
tho beaters beuin on makes sixteen pieces 
of gold leaf. Including tho waste, each 
inch is beaten out into leaves sullicieiit to 
Oliver an aiea of -fOO 8f|Uire inches, which 
i.-i larger than a L,'ood-sized gontleman's 
handkei'diief. A gold bar, when beaten 
out, will carpet a ball-room To foot loni; 
by 1)1) wide. 

An impression is given from seeing the 
mon awing tho heavy mallets, that gold- 
beaters, aH a class, aro particularly strong 
and healthy. This is not so. Their work 
is conlining, and wliilst their arms are 
strong and muscular they aro not more 
healthy than any other class of men 
whoso work keops 'hum indoors. Thoir 
work is steady and they earn from I2dol8. 
to 10 dols. a rt'oek. Some of tho work of 
triniiniiig and preiiaring the moulds for 
tho beater is done by the wives and 
daughters of several of tho mon at thoir 
liomoa. A term of four years is not con- 
sidorod t»o long a time in which to learn 
tho trade. Much skill is reriuirod in beat- 
ing, so us to spread tho metal evenly and 
keep the skins in cood order. It is a 
trade that men seem to stick to. Men 
■/.have remained in one place for twenty 



five years, and in one of the half-dozen 
factories'' in ' Philadelphia, the present 
foreman has been in charge for forty 
years.

You reverence your own 
(Jliiirch with all your hea.-t and soul as 
the |)uroiind apostolical branch of Christ's 
visible communion planted of old in this 
country by God's saints, jiuiilied and re- 
formed in the long courso of ages ; but 
does that prevent you from reot/g.iiy. n;; 
and honoring those whom tho accident* 
of history have separated from your out- 
waid fellowship ! It is jirobable that 
nevi'r onco in his whole life did it occur 
to tho great preacher, even as an intel- 
lectual jiossibility, that he should join 
tho national Church, any more than you 
think it conceivable that you should be 
found within the scornful pale of Rome. 
It is the privilego of a national Church to 
unite and not to separate ; to give prom- 
inence to points of unity instead of dis- 
slinctions ; to promote mutual under- 
standing and charity, not to exaggerate 
divergence of opinions. What was it 
that gave this plain, uncultured preacher 
a religious influence so unparalleled in 
our day, and made his name a household 
uord all over the wide world ? iSio doubt 
iie hail rare gifts. He was courageous, 
resolute, and lively in these times of the 
f.iiit heart, irresolution, and dulnoss. 
lie had that goiiuino eloquunco which is 
all tho more effective because of its di- 
rectness and simplicity. Hehad a match- 
less voice, powerful and vibrating with 
every quality of earnestness and variety. 
Ho had abundant humor, tender pathos, 
and never failed to be interesting. He 
was utterly untrammelled by tho (jues 
tioniiigs of criticism. But it was, above 
all, the Biilendid cmnpletoness, tho un- 
swerving strength, tho exuberant vitality 
of his fai h in God's revelation to man 
throagh His Son Jesus Chi ist, combined 
with tho width and warmth of His zealous 
love for souls, that gave him that un- 
bounded power which he exorcised so 
loyally among tho middlo classes, who 
are. the very back bono of England, and 
throughout the English-spealcing race." 

AN ACCOMPLISHED ASSASSIN. 

Advices frjiii Morristown, Tennessee, 
state that ono Salton Hall, who enjoys 
the uncnviablo rcimtation of having killed 
more human beings than any other man 
living, ho has been arrested and brought 
to trial, .\ccording to the present ac 
count. Hall killed his step-father, three 
cousins, two brothers in-law, and his 
wife's lirst husband. Ho assisted in the 
killing or svoundiiig of all the members of 
the .lones faction in Floyd County, ^'ir- 
ginia, and shortly afterwards slew the 
slierill'. He killed "Dick Nance, the 
Knott County desperado" ; nnd threw his 
half-brother, John Adams, from a win 
dow in Catlettsbury, Kentucky, witli 
fatal etfect. The Oilth life taken by him, 
according to thu local calculator, w a.s 
that of<a policeman at Norton, Virginia, 
who had lliiU's alleged accomplice incus- 
tody. It ia on this cliarfTO that the trir.l 
was proceeding when tho report loft. 
Excitement ran high, and there was talk 
of burning tho gaol to make sure that the 
prisoner would not escape again. On 
the oihcr hand. Hall's friends had sworn 
to release him, and the sherilF had a largo 
/)n,s,s<! on ;;uard to defeat both jirojects. 
Still another uprising of the disorderly 
forces is reported, this time from 
Helena, in I\b ntaiia. The dein uilati' ns 
of horse thieves had grown to such an 
extent that the citizens organized to hunt 
them, and in the first skirmish four of the 
thieves were killed. Tho citizens found 
thomselves too fow to follow up t.heir suc- 
cess, and a call was mado for reinforco- 
nionts, wdiilo a fund of £1,000 was being 
subscribed for tho prosecution of a vigor 
ous campaign.
